To THR Euitok;— Some very disiijter- 
eated person who subscribes himself "Ob- 

aervor," aeeiiia to have j.;oiie to some 
e.xi>eii8e tn air a <^rievanco against the 
city council for their action in passini; a 
hack by-law, which "Ubsorver" says is 
done for the purpoue of furthering the in- 
terests of a company. 

This half-column of "bosh," inspired 
by the "lord knows who," contains such 
utter noiiaense tliat really "Observer" 
should feiil Ljriitilied that any notice at all 
should be taken of it, but aa it is written 
with the intention of m.U i^'lliII;^ the mem- 
bers uf the present council and uiialeadiiig 
the public, a slight allusion may be made 
to it. 

Ill the first place 1 would a.-sk "'Observ- 
er," (althoiigli J leel but litt'e desire to 
enter into any coutrover.-iy with him), 
wliether he lias knowledge or ever heard 
i)f any city '.hat ha.s not a hack by-law in 
force, ciiinpelling all vehicles engaged in 
the carrying buaineaa tc have a recognized 
stand, and regulating rates, etc. 

I would alaii ask liliii why the act in 
force, lu the lal■ge^■t and iiu lar thickly pnp- 
iilated nietropulia in the world, ahoulil be 
recoma:oiided a.s a niodtd for our council 
to imitate, any more than the laws in 
force in Now Mexico regarding wife beat 
ing sliould he cited a'l applicable to tlii.s 
ijouiitiy. JSurely tlici e are places .similarly 
situated tn \'ictorin, and uf about the 
same ai/.e, mi this uoiitinour, where a law 
regulating hacks and wag^^ous jilyiiig ioi 
hire prevails, without asking him to croas 
the Atlantic and adopt a law in furce in 
London; not that I for one moment aup 
pose there would be anything objection- 
able in an doing, if it were jioa.sible, lial it 
certainly ia not likely that the muiuciijal act 
in force in Loaduii could be well adapted 
to Victoria. With regard to "Observer's ' 
remarks about ii "Company" <u' "Syndi 
cate," the presence of which seems to 
gall him oven more than the iiii(juity of a 
by-law, I would ask liiin, as he aeeiiiH a 
thorough Londoner, .vhether tlu'y iiave 
jio omnibus companies iii that city, and 
wherever a jjiogressivo town is found, 
such conipaiiiBS do not e.vial.' 

It seeins to iiie that the compuny or- 
ganized here kst spring are api)arenlly 
conducting their business in a most lib- 
eral niaiiiior, they ciiiiiiot he aeeuaed of 
attempting, aa ''( Ibserver ' saya, "to run 
the pioneers out of the town," fcr had 
they 80 wished they would have reduced 
rates. This, 7 understand, they have nut 
done, but have simply entered into a fair 
competitiuii for a share of an increasing 
business, and in fact supplied what would 
have been felt a.s a want this summer by 
placing tiiiirc carriagi-s on the alreot. 

The cunteinptihie insinuations iiiteiideil 
aa a slur upon the integrity of our cniin- 
cillora, is not worth replying tn, for the 
character of those men la too well known 
and llieir reputation for i)robity and lion 
saty of puqiose ia ttio well established to 
sutler at the hands of "Observer."
